Grind Jury Repurt. 


The grand jury would call the at­ 
tention of the ceurt to the fact that 
certain information has come to the 
notice of this jury which leads us to 
believe that there is at least in one 
instance a den run in connection with 
a saloon to which young girls are en­ 
ticed for the purpose of drinking 
which leads to their ruin, and at the 
present time there are two of those 
girls, 16 and 18 years of age, now 
confined in the city jail who were ar­ 
rested in this place. 
The grand jury 
would recommen^ that the attention 
of the mayor of this city be called to 
this matter, and ho lie requested to 
investigate and take action in the 
matter tending to the revocation of 
the license of the parties operating 
the saloon and inflicting such other 
punishment upon the offenders of the 
law as may be deemed just in this 
case. 
The grand jury recommends that 
the county 
commissioners take up 
the matter of drainage at the county 
poor farm at their earliest conveni­ 
ence, and devise some means by 
which the farm can be relieved of 
the water which stands upon the 
sim e at ceitain seasons of the year.

R eferring to the financial ronourcea 
of the poYernrnont available for war 
ases and the probable m ethods the go v ­ 
ernment would em ploy to raine money 
In the event of war, 
R epresentative 
Dockery of M issouri said: 
“ The governm ent had a few evenings 
ago an available cash balance in the 
treasury of $225,017,082.19. T his treas­ 
ury balance, exclusive of the $100,000,- 
000 gold reserve, is available to m eet all 
treasury lia b ilities. 
In the event the 
gold reserve should bo tronohod npon 
the resum ption act of Jan. 14, 1875, 
authorizes the secretary of the treasury 
to issuo coin 
bonds to m aintain re­ 
sum ption. 
T his is the only law now 
authorizing the issue of bonds, and tho 
president m ight invoke its aid to m ain­ 
tain the gold reserve, and by the ex ist­ 
ing treasury construction 
tho m oney 
thus procured from tho sale of bonds 
could be used to m eet current expenses 
after having once performed redem p­ 
tion fim ctit ns. Should \\#r ho declared, 
bow» ver, the president would not he re­ 
quired to thus secure nmsjey. 
Congress 
would at once provide the treasury w ith 
an am ple incom e, as it did from 18(51 to 
18(5.1, by taxing if necessary m anufac­ 
tures, 
express 
companies, 
insurance 
com panies, banks and other ow ners of 
wealtli, and by granting authority to 
the secretary of the treasury to issue 
bonds, and thus 
supplem ent any de­ 
ficiency in revenues not m et by these 
extraordinary m ethods of taxation. The 
only income the national treasury en­ 
joyed during 
the war 
period w hich 
could not now be availed of would be 
the revenue derived from the tax upon 
incomes. 
The recent decision of the su­ 
premo court having declared such taxa­ 
tion to be unconstitutional, tho people 
would be com pelled to m aintain tho 
army and navy w ithout any aid from a 
tax upon incomes. 
“ If war should come, the resources 
of the republic, w ill be am ple to m eet 
its lia b ilities w ithout the hardships of 
taxation 
entailed by the civil war. 
Then our people were estranged and d i­ 
vided; now they are united and ready 
to contribute w hatever may bo essential 
to uphold the dignity and honor of tho 
nation either upon land or sea. 
Since 
the civil strife our population haN more 
than doubled, th e m ileage of railroads 
more than trebled, ull our industries 
have m ultiplied greatly, and the national 
w ealth now reaches the m ighty total of 
more than $70,000,000,000. 
Our finan­ 
cial resources, therefore, are fu lly ade­ 
quate to m eet a ll the possible require­ 
m ents w hich war m ight entail upon tho 
treasury. 
Our army, it is true, is but a 
skeleton army, consisting of but 25,000 
men, but that arm y would sw ell to m il­ 
lions upon tbe call of congress and the 
president. 
Our new navy, w h ile not so 
powerful as the navies of England, Ger­ 
many and other great European powers, 
is yet form idable and if the occasion 
arises w ill prove a worthy successor of 
the old tim e navy. The superb conduct 
of Captain Sigsbee an»id the aw ful hor­ 
rors incident to the destruction of the 
battleship M aine shows that the valor 
of our seamen is not decadent. 
“ {Since 1833 congress has authorized 
the construction of 77 war vessels at a 
cost of $134,439,707.10. 
Sixteen of the 
vessels have not yet been completed.

“ Of tho 10 ships of war now under 
construction tho secretary of tho navy 
estim ates that ull w ill bo com pleted 
during the present year except tho five 
battleships, w hich w ill probably not bo 
ready for service until the latter part of 
the com ing year. It is therefore obvious 
that tho U nited States is not so pow er­ 
less upon the seas as some w ould have 
it understood. 
Tho present navy, h o w ­ 
ever, should bo rapidly re-enforced by 
tho construction of other w arships, so 
that the country may he able to v in d i­ 
cate the rights and interests of A m eri­ 
can citizens wherever menaced or im ­ 
periled. 
“ I may also add that during tho past 
ten years there have been expended on 
seacoast fortifications and their arm a­ 
ment, for submarine m ines and torpe­ 
does, nearly $10,000,000, and our prin­ 
cipal seaport tow ns have thus been put 
in a condition so that, with tho uid of 
the navy, tho country could easily resist 
the attack of any one Of tho great naval 
powers of 
tho workl. “ — W ashington 
Post.

SPECIAL TRAMP TRAIN. 


Novel Meth«Ml* Y’«ed by .femey City l*o- 
llre to Gather In If oboe*. 
T w enty-seven hoboes w ho had been 
rounded up by tho Jersey C ity polico 
were recently arraigned in the Second 
crim inal court. 
The raid w as tho result 
of a com plaint by a man who said that, 
he had boon held up by tram ps ncviir the 
Hackensack 
bridge. 
Chief 
Murphy, 
Captain N ew ton of the Oakland Avenue 
station and a squad of sorgeants and pa 
trolmen m ade tbe raid a few days ago. 
Their route was along the Pennsylvania 
railroad tracks as far as the city lim its. 
W henever th e party found a tram p on 
the road, ho wan lifted into an em pty 
car and tbe car door locked, 
A chalk 
mark w as then made on the car for 
identification. This part of the business 
was attended to by Detective Peter Mor­ 
ris of the railroad company. 
Som e of 
the hoboes w ere found sleeping in oars. 
Thoso were looked up in the sam e way. 
At the end of the route an em pty cur 
and a locom otive w ere placed at the d is­ 
posal of the police, olid they started on 
the return trip. 
They stopped at e v e r y 
car w hich had a distinguishing chalk 
mark on the door and transferred tho 
imprisoned tramps to their car. 
Two 
patrol w agons w hich were in w aiting 
at Paid w in avenue transferred the pris 
oners to the Oakland Avenue station. 
Acting P olice Justice Maes com m itted 
25 of tho prisoners to tho county jail for 
90 days. One of them, W illiam Mackey, 
threatened to got square w ith the judge 
and w as sent to the penitentiary fur six 
months. T w o of the prisoners convinced 
Justice M j i os that they were not. profes­ 
sional tram ps and were discharged.—

P O I S O N E D BY FIREWOOD. 


W hole F a m ily In A tlanta M ade III 
by 
Fum e* <>f B urning TIi underw ood. 
A rem arkable case of poisoning is be­ 
ing investigated in Atlanta. The fam ily 
of L. I. M cM ullen, a w ell know n elec­ 
trician, w as recently made ill from the 
fum es of a burning stick of thunder- 
wood in th e open grate of the fam ily 
sitting room. For two w eeks the m em ­ 
bers of the fam ily lay at the point of 
death, hut they are now rapidly recov­ 
ering. 
The poisoning w as so unusual 
that tho theory that it w as caused hy 
tho firewood was at first discredited. 
A careful m edical exam ination prov­ 
ed, however, that the deadly thunder- 
wood did tho work. 
The attention of 
the governm ent was called to the case, 
anti W. K. C hestnut of the division of 
botany of the department of agriculture 
was sent to A tlanta to make an in vesti­ 
gation. He confirmed the conclusions of 
tho m edical experts. 
Thunderwood has alw ays been re­ 
garded as th e m ost poisonous species of 
firewood. 
It is especially dangerous be­ 
cause it so closely resembles other vari­ 
eties of forest wood that it can only be 
deteoted w ith difficulty. 
A stick of the 
wood w as by mistake m ixed w ith Mr. 
M cM ullen’s supply, and the accidental 
poisoning resulted.— New York Bun. 


KLO NDIKE BA LLO O N S. 


French A eronaut* Fee I C onfident o f C ross­ 
in g th e Passe* W ith A irship*. 
The K londike balloon, w hich 
has 
been in course of construction in Otta 
wa for som e tim e past, is now com ­ 
pleted and w ill be given a trial at an 
early date. 
It is now some tim e since 
its m anufacture was first commenced, 
but through the inability of the invent­ 
or to obtain the material in Canada and 
the fact that he did all the work of con­ 
struction him self it has taken longer 
than was at first expected. 
One of the promoters of tho enterprise 
has received a dispatch 
from 
Laris 
which tells of a party of French aero 
nauts and m iners who have started from 
France for the Klondike. 
They bring 
w ith them balloons, which they iuteud 
to u tilize for the purpose of crossing 
over difficult 
passes. 
Those balloons 
w ill be provided with drag ropes, at 
the end of w hich w ill be a steel shovel 
to dredge snow or earth, so as to enable 
them to sail near the ground and stop 
at w ill. They w ill use gas for inflation, 
and, although their balloons are the or­ 
dinary spherical ones, they claim they 
can steer at sm all angles.— Ban Fran­ 
cisco Exam iner.

th* Government Is Mach Better Prepared 
Then It Wee Thirty T e e n Ago—United 
Ste tee Army and Navy Equipment. 


Referring to the financial resources 
of the government available for war 
ates and the probable methods the gov­ 
ernment would employ to raise money 
In the event of war, Representative 
Dockery of Missouri said: 
41 The government had a few evenings 
ago an available cash balance in the 
treasury of $225,017,088.19. This treas­ 
ury balance, exclusive of the $100,000,- 
000 gold reserve, is available to meet a ll 
treasury liabilities. 
In the event the 
gold reserve should be trenched upon 
the resumption aot of Jan. 14, 1870, 
authorizes the secretary of the treasury 
to issue coin bonds to maintain re­ 
sumption. 
This is the only law now 
authorizing the issue of bonds, and the 
president might invoke its aid to main­ 
tain the gold reserve, and by the exist 
ing treasury construction the money 
thus procured from the sale of bonds 
could be used to meet current expenses 
after having once performed redemp­ 
tion functions. Should v^gr bo declared, 
however, the president would not be re­ 
quired to thus secure money. Congress 
would at once provide the treasury with 
an ample income, as it did from 1861 to 
1865, by taxing if necessary manufac­ 
tures, 
express companies, insurance 
companies, banks and other owners of 
wealth, and by granting authority to 
the secretary of the treasury to issue 
bonds, and thus supplement any de­ 
ficiency in revenues not met by these 
extraordinary methods of taxation. The 
only income tho national treasury en­ 
joyed during tho war period whioh 
could not now be availed of would be 
the revenue derived from tho tax upon 
incomes. The recent decision of the su­ 
premo court having declared such taxa­ 
tion to be unconstitutional, the people 
would be compelled to maintain tho 
army and navy without any aid from a

Their route was along the Pennsylvania 
railroad tracks as far as the oity limits. 
Whenever the party found a tramp on 
the road, he was lifted into an empty 
oar and the car door looked. 
A chalk 
mark was then made on the car for 
identification. This part of the business 
was attended to by Detective Peter Mor­ 
ris of the railroad company. 
Some of 
the hoboes were found sleeping in oars. 
These were looked up in the same way. 
At the end of the route an empty car 
and a locomotive were placed at the dis 
posal of the police, A d they started on 
the return trip.

mark on the door and transferred the 
imprisoned tramps to their car. 
Two 
patrol wagons which were in waiting 
at Baldwin avenue transferred the pris 
oners to the Oakland Avenue station. 
Acting Police Justice Much committed 
25 of the prisoners to the county jail for 
60 days. One of them, William Mickey, 
threatened to get square with the judge 
and was sent to tho penitentiary for nix 
months.

For two weeks the mem­ 
bers of the family lay at the point of 
death, but they are now rapidly recov­ 
ering. 
The poisoning was so unusual 
that the theory that it was oaused by 
the firewood was at first discredited. 
A careful medical examination prov­ 
ed, however, that the deadly thunder- 
wood did the work. 
The attention of 
the government was called to the case, 
and W. K. Chestnut of the division of 
botany of the department of agriculture 
was sent to Atlanta to make an investi 
gation. He confirmed the conclusions of 
the medical experts. 
Thunderwood has always been re 
garded as the most poisonous species of 
firewood. It is especially dangerous be 
cause it so closely resembles other vari 
•ties of forest wood that it oan only be 
detected with difficulty. 
A stiok of the 
wood was by mistake mixed with Mr. 
McMullen's supply, and the accidental 
poisoning resulted.-—New York Bun.

KLONDIKE BALLOONS. 


French Aeronauts Feel Confident of Croea 
lag the Fesses W ith Airships. 
The Klondike balloon, whioh 
bas 
been in cooree of construction in Otta­ 
wa for some time poet, is now com­ 
pleted and will be given a trial at an 
early date. It is now some time since 
ta manufacture was first commenced, 
but through the inability of the invent­ 
or to obtain the material in Canada and 
the fact that be did all the work of con­ 
struction himself it has tnkeu longer 
than was at first expected.

Has received a dispatch from 
Paris 
which tells of a party of French aero­ 
nauts and miners who have started from 
france for the Klondike.

will be provided with drag ropes, at 
the end of which will be a steel shovel 
to dredge snow or earth, so as to enable 
them to sail near the ground aud stop 
at will. They will uso gas for inflation, 
and, although their balloons are the or­ 
dinary spherical ones, they claim they 
can steer at small angles.—San Fran­ 
cisco Examiner.

The government reservoir whirh 
was to have been constructed at (lull 
Lake will in all probabilities 
be 
abandoned, a telegram from Wash­ 
ington 00 Sat unlay stating that <’upt. 
Abtiott, tlie engineer of the war do- 
I art meet had asked for a transfer of 
$65,000 from the fund for erecting the 
(lull Lake reservoir and dam to a 
fund for improving (lie reservoir and 
dams at Leech Lake and Pokegema, 
say mg that unless these improvements 
are carried on the dams can only be 
used for storing water this year and 
will be useless thereafter. 
Capt. Ab- 
l)ott suggests that the material used 
in construction of the reservoirs at 
these places consist of stone and ce 
ment in place of timber. 
The reser­ 
voir at Gull Lake will probably be 
abandoned on account of the excess­ 
ive demand of the land ownerB adja­ 
cent thereto in seeking exorbitant 
sums for damages. Congress will not 
consent to appropriate more than 
$15,000 for acquiring all the lands 
necessary, and a party of men in Min­ 
neapolis claiming to own a olnb house 
on the lake ask $50,000 for the land. 
This will effectually stop all proceed­ 
ings on Gull Lake.

Decision Favorable to Settlers. 
Land Commissioner Hermann on 
Monday made public the favorable 
report to be submitted by the house 
committee on Indians affairs on the 
bill 
introduced 
by Representative 
orris, allowing actual settlers on the 
Mill Laos Indian reservation to per­ 
fect title to the lands they now occu­ 
py. 
The commiftsionerH stiys that ap­ 
proximately there are about 12,796 
acres embraced in (lending entries, 
filings and selections and rejected 
homestead 
applications; 
402,683,44 
acres have been patented and there 
remain 6,305,21 acres unappropriated. 
Commissioner Hermann says that by 
the treaties of March 11, 18G3, and 
March 19, 1807, the Mi lie Lacs and 
other reservations were coded to the 
Cmted States, other lands being re­ 
served for the Cluppewaa in hen of 
those ceded. 
He called attention 
to the act approved by Congress July 
4, 1884, providing that, those lands 
were not to be d isposed of until 
further legislation by congress. 
The 
Commissioner said that prior to the 
passage of tins act a number of pat­ 
ent® wore granted. 
In 1892 the de­ 
partment ruled that the Mille Lacs 
lands were not subject to entry under 
the general land laws, hut under the 
provisions of the net of January, 1889. 
ThiH act provided for the removal of 
all Chippewa Indians in Minnesota, 
except those of the Red Lake reser­ 
vation, to White Earth.

$66,000 from the fund for erecting the 
(lull Lake reservoir and dam to a 
fond for improving the reservoir and 
lams at Leech Lake and Pokegema, 
saying that unless these improvements 
are carried on the dams can only be 
used for storing water this year and 
will bo useless thereafter. Capt. Ab­ 
bott suggests that the material used 
in construction of the reservoirs at 
these places consist of stone and ce­ 
ment in place of timber.

warfare against infection by micro or­ 
ganism. 
He says: "In making this report I 
have taken particular care to cover all 
the details, because of their'importance 
in aiding the reader to arrive at a cor­ 
rect estimate of the conditions present. 
Ordinarily the diagnosis of a typical 
case of typhoid fever is a comparatively 
simple matter, bat when the claim is 
put forward that a case can be aborted 
within 48 boars and the specific charac­ 
ter of the disease caused to disappear, 
then the reader’s don hts are changed 
into convictions of tho utter impossibil­ 
ity of accomplishing such results. 
“ With a knowledge of the physio­ 
logical properties of the remedies em­ 
ployed in the treatment, the reader who 
peruses the foregoing report.in a thought­ 
ful manner, oaudidly weighing the evi­ 
dence as shown by the variations in 
temperature, must be convinced that 
tho arrest of tho disease was brought 
about by tho influence of tho remedies 
upon the blood and upon the secretions, 
rendering them inimical to the welfare 
of the special micro organism associated 
with typhoid fever. 
“ The secret of success, ” our author 
assert.*, “ does not lie in our ability to 
introduce into 
tho system remedies 
which hindi destroy the offending micro 
organism; but, on the contrary, WO 
should endeavor to increase tho resist­ 
ance of tho body cells to invasions from 
these mephitic bodies, urn! this can best 
bo accomplished by maintaining as 
nearly us possible tho normal condition 
of tho ‘defensive proteids,’ of which 
ouch in is the chief. Persons who are in 
the condition known as ‘run down’ are 
those who are must susceptible to ty­ 
phoid and other dseases, while those 
who maintain a healthy condition of 
the primary and secondary assimilation 
escape infection, simply because tho 
white blood corpuscles are properly 
nourished with suitable pabulum, so 
that the body colls are fortified against 
infection. “ 
Now, this is a comparatively now 
idea, hut it is warranted by strictly sci­ 
entific inductions. 
Experimental physi­ 
ologists, both in the United States and 
in Europe, iiavo repeatedly demonstrat­ 
ed that the white corpuscles of the blood 
bad an important mission to perform in 
maintaining a healthy condition of the 
human organism, but it is only within 
recent years that the general practition­ 
er has been able to avail himself of the 
benefits which scientific discovery had 
brought so nearly within his reach. The 
product of these cells is called in the 
United 
States 
“ nuclein,” while in 
Great Britain it has received the name 
of “ alexin,” aud its purpose in nature 
is now well recognized as an antiseptic 
which prevents decomposition of the 
blood aud tissues. 
The clinical position of nuclein or 
alexiu obtained from animal sources 
has been definitely settled by Dr. Aulde 
and bis followers 
in 
this country, 
through its employment in a nnmber of 
the more serious infectious diseases^ 
while the most recent scientific 
re 
searches confirm claims in a remarkable 
degree. Thus a late report from the 
Johns Hopkins hospital of Baltimore 
gives a detailed account of investiga 
tions made at that institution with a 
view to determine how und in what 
manner nature was enabled to resist 
disease processes. 
It was demonstrated 
that the white blood corpuscles, called 
“ leucocytes,” were constantly engaged 
in throwing off very small bodies, desig­ 
nated granules, which 
arrested the 
growth of the bacillus typhosus. This 
experiment was repeated again and 
again by exposing colonies of the ty 
pboid micro organism in filtered and 
unfiltered blood serum. 
In every in 
stance the unfiltered serum was sterile 
at tho end of two hours, while in the 
solution containing the bacilli with the 
filtered serum there was a great increase 
in the number of njicrobcs. 
Tho same 
results were also obtained in tho case of 
cholera spirillum, the micro organism

M issouri S isters W ish to D evote 9700,000 
r to E d u cation al P urposes. 
President Harper of the University of 
Chicago is on the track of a sam of 
money that, if secured, will go a long 
way toward helping the institution out 
of the financial straits in which it has 
been lately and will materially increase 
the equipment of the school in the way 
of new departments and additional 
buildings. 
In one of the leading cities 
of Missouri thero are two sisters who 
are said to have $700,000 between them. 
This sum they wish to devote to educa­ 
tional purposes. 
It is this money Dr. 
Harper has in view, and tho only thing 
in the way of his plan to turn the cash 
into the coffers of the university is the 
desire of the two would be benefactresses 
of education to invest their money in 
their own city. What tho names of these 
two sisters are and where they live the 
president refuses to disclose, although 
he confesses that they live in one of the 
largest cities in Missouri. When asked 
if St. Louis was the city, he said, 
“ No,” and declined to be questioned 
further.

“ All these are planters who are dis* 
gusted and discouraged at having to la­ 
bor hard month in and out and find 
nothing better at the end of the year as 
a reward of their toil than 5 cent cot­ 
ton. They can go to Hawaii and with­ 
out nearly so much exertion find in 
coffee planting an occupation that will 
render handsome returns. 
The differ­ 
ence between cotton raising in the 
south and coffee production in Hawaii 
is the difference between penary and 
prosperity. The former business pro­ 
duces nothing but debt, and there Is no 
future for those who engage in it. 
“ I would not be surprised in the 
event of annexation to see a general 
movement of southern farmers toward 
our new acquisition in the Pacifio. The 
inducements to immigrate to that coun­ 
try are tempting, aud when once the 
stars and stripes float over it there is 
every reason to believe that a rush to 
acquire residence thero will begin, lf 
tho treaty of annexation should fail in 
tho senate, a joint resolution to annex 
will be in order, and that will doubt 
less bo acted on affirmatively. There 
are so many and such logical reasons in 
favor of annexation that I do not see 
how the American congress can let the 
opportunity go by. ”—Washington Post.

He 
acquired by purchase In 1852 th e island 
which bears his name, and was the 
o w n e r of the gre a te r portion of it at 
the time of his death, having only ro- 
cently sold fi ft y acres of it to the Fifth 
regiment, Ohio National Guard, for use 
is a p e rm a n e n t ca m p ing ground. 
T he 
govern m en t endeavored to obtain pos­ 
session of the island at the close of the 
war for the purpose of establishing a 
m ilitary post there, and offered Mr. 
Jo h nso n $100,000 for it, but he de­ 
clined to pa rt with it. 
J o h n s o n ’s Island is located at the 
m outh of San d usk y bay, overlooking 
L ake Erie, and is a b o ut a mile long 
and a mile and a half wide. 
It wras 
an ideal spot for a prison post. 
No 
prisoner was ever know n 
to 
escape 
from it. 
T h e g ro u nd s were Inclosed 
within a fence twelve feet high, with 
a platform top, upon which sentinels 
paced to and fro day and night. 
To 
the north Lake Erie stretches aw ay for 
fifty in Meg; on the east, separated bv 
thtee miles of water, lies Sandusky, 
while west and south of the island are 
broad stretches of S a n d u sk y bay. 
\ iewed from the deck of a passing 
s team er in the s u m m e r 
the 
island 
looks like a huge em erald in a setting 
of blue, the picturesque effect being 
heightened 
as 
the 
waters, 
gently 
stirred by the* breeze, break in ripples 
on the long, low sand y shore or, lashed j

T h e ir object was to capture the m an- 
of-war Michigan, which wafc at th a t 
time on Lake Erie, seize the steam er 
Philo Parsons, r u n n i n g between S a n ­ 
du sk y and the islands at the head of 
Lake Erie, and release the 25,000 co n ­ 
federates, of whom 4.000 were on J o h n ­ 
so n ’s Island, 8,000 at C am p Douglas, 
n ear Chicago; 0,000 at C am p Chase, 
n ear Columbus, and 
4,000 
a t 
Camp 
Morton, n e a r Indianapolis. 
T h e n with 
the aid of over 10,000 o th e r confeder­ 
ates and n o rth e rn s y m p a th iz e rs who 
had congregated at various points to 
aid in the c o n su m m atio n of th e plot, 
they hoped to strike a fatal blow a t the 
union a t a time when, according to the 
calculations* of the conspirators, G e n ­ 
eral Early was to lay siege to W a s h ­ 
ington and th u s m a k e it impossible for 
the federal g o v e rn m e n t to send troops 
to the points to be attacked. 
A part of the p ro g ra m was carried 
out. 
Colonel Cole, who had been de­ 
puted to c a p tu re the Philo P arsons, did 


ho and sailed aw a y with her. 
B ut the 
conspiracy to seize the Michigan and 
liberate the 25,000 confederates failed 
and Cole and his men were captured. 
T h e ir betrayer was Colonel Jo h n so n of 
Kentucky, a prisoner 
on 
J o h n s o n ’s 
island, who, seized with rem orse for 
the act, c om m itted suicide shortly af­ 
terward. 
Cole was tried and sentenced to be 
shot, th e execution to ta k e place on 
J o h n s o n ’s 
island. 
But 
influential 
friends Interceded for him an d his se n ­ 
tence was co m m u te d to life im p riso n ­ 
ment. 
He was t a k e n to F o r t La­ 
fayette in 1805, rem ain in g there one 
year, was then pardoned out an d is 
now living on a ran ch in Texas. 
The 
men captured with him were subjected 
to a few y e a r s ’ im p riso n m e n t and were 
then pardoned. 
T h u s ended one of the 
m ost gigantic conspiracies of the war 
for th e o v e rth ro w of the north.

looks bleak and dreary, and the biting 
w in te r winds t h a t come in fitful gusts 
across the b road expanse of frozen 
w aters sigh m ournfully th r o u g h the 
b arren bran ch es of the trees. 
T h e island was used alm ost exclu­ 
sively as a prison for officers, the to ­ 
tal n u m b e r confined there from first to 
last a g g reg atin g over 15,000. 
The first 
prisoners were ta k e n there in April, 
1862, and in September. 1865, the last 
of th em were sent to Fort Lafayette, 
and J o h n s o n ’s island was abandoned 
as a prison post. 
T h e m en confined on 
J o h n s o n ’s island represented the flow­ 
er of the chivalry of the south. 
T hey 
were largely 
professional 
m en 
an d 
planters, a m o n g th em being m a n y who 
were p r o m in e n t in science, literature 
and art. 
T h e se m en were treated d u rin g the 
period of their im p riso nm ent as lie- 
fitted m en of th eir station in life, so 
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far as circum stances would permit, of 
course. 
T hey were lodged in c o m fo rt­ 
able houses, provided 
with 
suitable 
clothing, and their tables were fu r ­ 
n i s h e d with an abundance of the su b ­ 
stantial© and m a n y of the luxuries. 
T h e y were subjected to no petty t y ­ 
ranny. but. 
on 
the contrary, 
were 
granted privileges enjoyed by prison­ 
ers at no other military post in the 
north, an exception being made in their 
ease, because as a class they were con­ 
sidered superior to ordinary prisoners, 
an d were put upon their honor In many 
I nstances where it would have 
been 


valued very highly 
by 
his 
owner. 
George Coffey w e n t out h om e with Mr. 
C onover a few days ago a n d upon his 
f e u t r n related the following to a rep­ 
resentative of the News: 
“ Well, sir, 
J o h n Conover has got the s m a r t e s t dog 
I e v e r saw, and 
if

w o u ld n ’t take $100 for him. 
I was out 
at J o h n ’s today and it was 
raining. 
T he dog was lying by th e stove and 
J o h n said to

WAS ONCE A PRISON. 


A PLACE 
OF 
CONFEDERATES’ 
C A P T I V I T Y RECALLED. 


TfiooNAixl* «f Rebel Oflleern Confined io 
U h I.Lull* During the War 
tfohnfton’N 
Inland, Cake Erie, and Un Cemetery 
af Confederate Dead. 


Sandusky, O., Correspondence: With 
the death in this city of the venerable 
Leonard B. Johnson, 
a man 
passed 
away whose name Is, by the circum­ 
stances of war Inseparably linked with 
the history of his country. 
Mr. John­ 
son was the owner of the famous island 
that was made historic by its occupa­ 
tion by the federal government during 
the rebellion as a military post for the 
detention of confederate prisoners of 
war. 
Mr. Johnson was horn in County 
Wexford, Ireland, in 1807, and removed 
from there with his parents to Mont­ 
real, Canada, in 1822. 
He lived there 
until 1832, when lie came to Sandusky, 
and remained here until his death. He 
acquired by purchase In 1852 the Island 
which bears his name, and was the 
owner of the greater portion of it at 
the time of his death, having only re­ 
cently sold fifty acres of it to the Fifth 
regiment, Ohio National Guard, for use 
jib a permanent camping ground. 
The 
government endeavored to obtain pos­ 
session of the island at the close of the 
war for the purpose of establishing a 
niilitjiry post there, and offered Mr. 
Johnson $100,000 for it, but he de­ 
clined to part with it. 
Johnson’s island is located at the 
mouth of Sandusky bay, overlooking 
Lake Erie, and is about a mile long 
and a mile and a half wide. 
It was 
an ideal spot for a prison post. 
No 
prisoner was ever known 
to 
escape 
from it. 
The grounds were inclosed 
within a fence twelve feet high, with 
a platform top, upon which sentinels 
paced to and fro day and night. 
To 
the north Lake Erie stretches away for 
Atty miles; on the east, separated by 
three miles of water, lies Sandusky, 
while west and south of the island are 
broad stretches of Sandusky bay. 
Viewed from the deck of a passing 
steamer in the summer 
the 
island 
looks like a huge emerald in a getting 
of blue, the picturesque effect being 
heightened as 
the 
waters, 
gently 
stirred by the breeze, break in ripples 
on the long, low sandy shore or, lashed 


hazardous to have trusted men with 
less scrupulous regard for their words. 
This tlrust was never betrayed but 
once, and that was through outside in­ 
fluence. 
It was when Jacob Thomp­ 
son, formerly secretary of the interior 
under Buchanan; Major O. H. Cole of 
the Fifth Tennessee confederate regi­ 
ment; Major Thomas Hinds of Bow­ 
ling Green and several others hatched 
a conspiracy for the liberation of all 
the confederate prisoners in the north. 
Their object was to capture the man- 
of-war Michigan, which walt at that 
time on Lake Erie, seize the steamer 
Philo Parsons, running between San­ 
dusky and the islands at the head of 
Lake Erie, and release the 25,000 con­ 
federates, of whom 4,000 were on John­ 
son’s island, 8,000 at Camp Douglas, 
near Chicago; 0,000 at Camp Chase, 
near Columbus, and 
4,000 
at 
Camp 
Morton, near Indianapolis. 
Then with 
the aid of over 10,000 other confeder­ 
ates and northern sympathizers who 
had congregated at various points to 
aid In the consummation of the plot, 
they hoped to strike a fatal blow at the 
union at a time when, according to the 
calculations1 of the conspirators, Gen­ 
eral Early was to lay siege to Wash­ 
ington and thus make it impossible for 
the federal government to send troops 
to the points to be attacked. 
A part of the program was carried 
out. 
Colonel Cole, who had peen de­ 
puted to capture the Philo Parsons, did 
so and sailed away with her. 
But the 
conspiracy to seize the Michigan and 
liberate the 25,000 confederates failed 
and Cole and his men were captured. 
Their betrayer was Colonel Johnson of 
Kentucky, a prisoner 
on 
Johnsoq’a 
island, who, seized with remorse for 
the act, committed suicide shortly af­ 
terward. 
Cole was tried and sentenced to be 
shot, the execution lo take place on 
Johnson’s 
island. 
But 
influential 
friends interceded for him and his sen­ 
tence was commuted to life imprison­ 
ment. 
He was taken to Fort La­ 
fayette in 1865, remaining there one 
year, was then pardoned out and is 
now living on a ranch in Texas. 
The 
men captured with him were subjected 
to a few years’ imprisonment and were 
then pardoned. 
Thus ended one of the 
most gigantic conspiracies of the war 
for the overthrow of the north.

of boiling water poured into a pint of 
milk. 
Fool the liquid and when luke- i 
warm add one cake of compressed yeast 
dissolved in half 
j i cupful of 
warm , 
water. 
Add a teaspoonful of salt and 
enough whole wheat to make to hatter 
that will drop easily from 
j i 
spoon. 
Beat thoroughly live1 minutes, 
cover, 
and stjind iii a place that is moderately 
warm for throe hours. 
Enough whole 
wheat to make a dough should then be 
added gradually. When stiff, knead on 
your board until tho mass is soft and 
elastic, but not sticky. Make the dough 
into loaves, put in greased bread-pans, 
and after covering stand 
aside 
one 
hour. The time for baking will depend 
on the* size1 of the loaves. 
If 
long 
French loaves, bake thirty minutes in 
a quick oven, 
lf large square loaves, 
ItaIce one hour at a moderate 
heat. 
When crusty bread is liked the dough 
may be made iii sticks and baked in 
puns made for that special 
purpose. 
Another tested recipe that requires less 
handling and that is used by 
Miss 
Johnson is made in Hie following way: 
Scald one cupful of milk, add a tea­ 
spoonful of butter, the same quantity 
of salt, a tablespoonful of sugar, and 
one cupful of water. 
When lukewarm 
add one-half a yeast cake anil enough 
wheat flour to make a

batter. 
This should he done iii the morning, as 
the bread rises quickly. After making 


j i smooth batter let it rise until very 
light. Add whole wheat gradually and 
beating continuously until as much has 
been added as you can stir 
conveni­ 
ently. lf the flour is not added gnidu- 
ally and well mixed the bread will be 
coarse-grained. Turn into greased tins, 
and when light bake one hour on a 
moderate oven.

other they th u s accounted for;

Ale xander III died (say those peasants) 
his widow and old adviser began to con­ 
fer together, afterw ard Inviting Nicho­ 
las II to join them. 
As soon as 
Czar 
Nicholas entered the room he declared 
t h a t all land in Russia must be equally 
divided a m o n g the peasants. 
One of 
his councilors replied: 
"As sure as you 
can not see your own ear you w o n ’t d i­ 
vide the land." 
The czar thereupon 
cut off one e a r and remarked, "A s s u r e ­ 
ly as I now see iny ear I will divide the 
land. 
The peasants in Cherson were 
so convinced of the truth of this legend 
t h a t they believed a strike against Hie 
landow ners would he followed by the 
intervention of the czar and the divi­ 
sion of the land a m o n g themselves.

In the western districts of the Chor- 
son province of Russia there recently 
occurred a strike of peasants, who res­ 
olutely declined to do any more work 
for the local landowner, says the New 
York Mail and Express. The police in­ 
vestigated Ute matter, and, according 
to a St. Petersburg correspondent, gave 
the following extraordinary reasons for 
the outbreak: 
A picture of the present 
czar was recently sent to all communal 
councils in Russia, including, of course, 
those in Cherson. 
As the picture only 
presented a side view of the czar, only 
one ear was visible. 
This led the peas 
ants to believe that the czar really pos­ 
sessed only one ear, and the loss of th* 
other they thus accounted for: 
When 
Alexander III died (say those peasants) 
his widow and old adviser began to con­ 
fer together, afterward inviting Nieho 
las ll to Join them. 
As soon as Czar 
Nicholas entered the room he declared 
that all land in Russia must be equally 
divided among the peasants. 
One of 
his councilors replied: 
“ As sure as you 
can not see your own ear you won’t di­ 
vide the land.” 
The czar thereupon 
cut off one ear and remarked, “ As sure­ 
ly as I now see my ear I will divide tho 
land. 
The peasants in Cherson were 
so convinced of the t rut ii of this legend 
that they believed a strike against the 
landowners would be followed by tile 
Intervention of the czar and the divi­ 
sion of the land among themselves.
